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Concordia University hosts Second International Conference 
on Hyperons, Charm and Beauty Hadrons

What is the universe made of and what keeps it together? 


MONTREAL / August 21, 1996 — Imagine a scientific experiment so huge, it involves hundreds of 
physicists, the support of several governments and the largest scientific instrument ever built. From 
August 27 to 30, nearly 200 of these eminent scientists from around the world will gather at Concordia 
University to attend the 2nd International Conference on Hyperons, Charm and Beauty Hadrons. 


Particle physicists use high-powered accelerators, which cost billions of dollars to build and maintain, to 
propel tiny fragments of matter faster and faster until they nearly reach the speed of light. They are then 
smashed together with a force so powerful, it is unparallelled in nature. Scientists hope that the 
experiments will ultimately answer questions which have concerned them throughout the ages: What is the 
universe made of and what keeps it together? 


This field of physics encourages co-operation between scientists and laboratories because experiments are 
so complex and on such a large scale that the work must be done internationally and in teams, says 
Concordia Physics Professor Calvin Kalman. He was co-chairing the conference with Alfred Fridman of 
the CERN, the European Organization for Nuclear Research in Geneva. Sadly, Dr. Fridman died suddenly 
a few months ago while on a teaching assignment in Mexico. The conference plans a tribute to the man and 


his work. 


Dr. Jack Lightstone, Concordia Provost and Vice-Rector, Research, will deliver the welcoming address at 
8:30 a.m. in the J.A. DeSéve Cinema (1400 boul. de Maisonneuve West) on Tuesday, August 27. 
Montréal Mayor Pierre Bourque will host a vin d’honneur for the scientists at City Hall on Wednesday, 
August 28 at 6 p.m.
